The great traveller will usually prefer to express himself in 
his travels rather than in a travel-book. If he publishes any- 
thing on his return to civilisation it will probably be his diary 
fall good travellers keep careful diaries) flung, half-contemptu- 
ously, at our feet. And the charm of travellers’ diaries depends, 
pot as a rule upon any literary grace, but upon the exceptional 

rs of discriminating observation which you expect in a 
man who feels a lover’s curiosity about the world we live in. 

But there has arisen, in modern times, a type of traveller— 
wually an American or an English lady of family—who gives 
the impression of travelling not so much for travel’s sake as for 
the sake of the handsome volume he proposes to publish when 
hegets home. Mr. Lewis R. Freeman, for instance, is one of the 
brightest examples of this class. Your typical traveller, however, 
js still rather a tongue-tied man—a reluctant talker. Here is a 
summary of the late Brigadier-General Pereira’s own diary of 
his amazing journey from Peking to Llihasa direct. He was the 
first European to accomplish this feat. He simply states the 
facts. Page after page of the diary is a mere chronicle of arrivals 
and departures. We are left to guess at his emotions from the 
mere record of his acts. Arriving at the forbidden city : 

He rode straight to the newly-established telegraph-office, and 
despatched a telegram to his brother: ‘“‘Llhasa Englishman 
first.” 

And he allows himself just one comment. “I entered with my 
white beard, very tired but happy,” he writes, “for the great 
trek was at last a thing to look back upon. The weary miles of 
tramping were over.” He had covered 6,681} miles, 3,682 of 
them on foot. His age was nearer sixty than fifty, and he had 
an injured spine. 

It is impossible, of course, to say what Pereira might have 
done with this diary if he had lived to edit it for the Press, but 
it would have been very difficult to give it ‘“* form” without 
taking away its flavour. One even doubts whether the pruning- 
knife may not have been too much used already. As every 
sub-editor knows, it is [just the “human touches” that tend to 
disappear when you begin cutting. But there is enough left to 
illustrate the simple, courageous character of the man. And one 
small point—his sense of humour—may be underlined here. 
On the road to Mount Omei, his escort of Chinese soldiers, 
hearing that brigands were in their track, insisted on leaving 
their rifles behind, explaining that, if they were defeated, there 
might be trouble about the loss of this Government property ! 
And he tells with relish of how the letter he had sent on before 
him from Peking insisting in official terms that no presents 
were to be offered to him was understood by all local governors to 
bea hint in the opposite sense—rather like the ‘“‘ No Gratuities ”’ 
notices in certain European restaurants. 

Captain Angus Buchanan, on the other hand, is an eloquent 
talker, as many London audiences are aware. He can also 
write. He succeeds in conveying to us very well the terror of 
the dead, decaying desert, across which caravans pass like 
hurried, silent ghosts. The Sahara is growing; the desert is 
gaining daily on the sown. Captain Buchanan has seen a 
difference in the last few years, and the impressive instances he 
gives from the southern Sahara might have been reinforced by a 
reference to the more obvious case of the north-eastern corner, 
where it was once an ordinary thing to march an army from 
Tripoli into Egypt, and where the Roman aqueducts now lie in 
tuins for miles across the sands. Captain Buchanan has made 
some wonderful journeys across the Sahara, but none more 
temarkable than those which form the main subject of this 
book. It is pleasant to meet again his followers, Ali and Sakari, 
Who used to appear with him at his lectures. He tells us some- 
thing of their life in England. What impressed them most in 
London were policemen, wax models in the shops and perambu- 
lators—in that order. They both had perfectly sound teeth 


removed, and gold ones inserted instead, in order to prove to 
their families that they had really been here. 

Major Henry Darley’s book is a remarkable record of adventure 
and exploration in the unknown Sudan, and among the Abyssin- 
aa slave-raiders, Major Darley was at Maji when the news of 
Menelik’s death arrived, and all authority instantly disappeared.

The Abyssinians in this frontier town rounded up every unfor- 
tunate native they could lay hands on, and trekked for home— 
four thousand fighting men with an interminable train of women 
and children and cattle, and the slaves roped together in gangs. 
The Shangalla tribesmen hung on their flanks, carrying on a 
running fight in the hope of rescuing the captives. Major 
Darley watched it all from a neighbouring hill. His book is 
illustrated with some excellent photographs of the slave-raiders, 
some of which have already appeared in the Press. 

Mr. Alan Cobham has his own very modern point of view— 
that of the traveller who sees the earth from the air. It used to 
be supposed that the worm knew more of the details of the 
earth’s surface than the eagle ; but Mr. Cobham has been em- 
ployed to discover the exact position of dangerous sand-banks 
in waterways ; and he must be aware (though he does not say so) 
of the remarkable discoveries of ancient field boundaries that 
airmen have made. In fact, he knows the real value of air travel. 
But when he descends, as though from some magic carpet, 
upon a tiny village near Madrid (having never set foot in 
Spain before) and stables his aeroplane for the night, and dines 
with the village priest before retiring to a primitive little bedroom 
—that surely is the most wonderful experience of all. This is a 
bright and breezy book, keeping well below—or above—the 
clouds, and suggesting all sorts of delightful possibilities for the 
new kind of travel, which at any rate is independent of railway 
lines or the beaten caravan track. He has his own views of 
scenery, too. The plains of Lombardy are “a vast network of 
tiny and intensely cultivated fields divided by ditches—a hopeless 
country for forced landing.” 

Mr. Freeman’s book has already been mentioned. His journey 
this time was to the Columbia ice-field, whither he went with a 
partner who desired to take photographs for the “ movies.” One 
result of this is a series of really wonderful illustrations. Also, 
Mr. Freeman writes as entertainingly as ever. His cheerful 
exuberance does not prevent him from appreciating the opposite 
style. He quotes Torrington’s account of the first ascent of 
the North Twin Peak, in the Canadian Rockies : 

It is a simple story. We saw our peak, walked towards it, up 
it, and back again. There was only the distance. 


That would be a man after Pereira’s own heart.

Mimicry and warning coloration are subjects often taken 
more seriously by museum experts than by field-naturalists, 
who seem as a rule more eager to pick holes in the theory than 
to undertake intelligent observation for its advancement. 
Dr. Carpenter, however, is both a convinced believer in mimicry 
and a penetrating observer: his East African notes, dealing 
largely with insects, are a valuable contribution to the subject. 
He traces from persona! knowledge the extraordinary variations 
of butterflies, such as Papilio dardanus in which the male is 
of a constant pattern, but the female has many varieties 
mimicking various other species whose distasteful qualities are 
known to potential enemies. His observations on the degree 
to which these distasteful forms secure immunity from attack 
are quite equally valuable. His experiments show that a 
surprisingly high percentage of insects exhibiting “ warning 
coloration ’’ were in practice treated by monkeys as inedible, 
though some might be taken under stress of hunger; the 
correlation between edibility and protective coloration was 
also remarkable. 

As Officer commanding a hospital that never needed to 
open, he spent the greater part of the war at a loose end in 
Africa, being providentially moved, every now and again, to 
a series of places highly favourable for collecting and observa- 
tion. Those who had no such interest led a very boring life, 
but Dr. Carpenter, as his book proves, made full use of his 
opportunities. Insects attract him most, but he tells a good deal 
about the country itself and its animals and birds, though these 
are not his subject and he is clearly unfamiliar with what other 
observers have written on them. The most interesting bird 
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observation in the book is the description of apparent fascination 
of a party of waxbills by a snake : 

I stood within a couple of yards of them and watched them 
all gradually hopping closer and chirping in a subdued manner ; 
I thought I had never seen birds so tame and wondered what 
they were doing, as they had not the appearance of hunting for 
food. Suddenly a little grey snake hitherto unperceived among 
the branches struck at one of the hens which fluttered back, leaving 
a mouthful of feathers clogging the snake’s teeth. The snake 
seemed incommoded by this and went down among the grass 
where I could still see part of its body. 

It amazed me that the birds all seemed to be chained to the 
spot, and even the one that had been struck made no attempt 
to get away ; on the contrary, although showing signs of agitation 
by opening out its tail feathers fan-wise, it, in company with one 
or two others, hopped down closer to the snake lying among the 
dry grass. Eventually, first the larger individuals and then the 
others flew away, almost reluctantly it seemed, and creeping closer 
I found the snake had gone. 


We agree with Dr. Carpenter that this was probably a genuine 
ease of fascination by fear—certainly not mobbing—but he 
seems unnecessarily reluctant to believe that the snake took 
any active part in it. A very similar case is the hypnotism of 
small birds by the weasel (described and well illustrated by 
Millais in The Mammals of Great Britain and Ireland) except 
that identical behaviour is here undoubtedly stimulated by 
the deliberate antics of the weasel. 

With all due respect to those who have had him canonised 
the exaggerated popularity of Fabre is not a thing to rejoice 
over. He may have been a great naturalist—certainly he was 
a@ magnificent observer of insects—but he had his faults. His 
weakness for dividing everything into sheep and goats—the 
“ friends” and “ foes” of men—is only one example. To 
misrepresent the complex, delicately-adjusted system of nature 
as a wretched struggle between creatures intent on ruining 
our crops and devouring our poultry and others who fight 
nobly to defend them is as bad in its way as putting elephants 
and bears in trousers after the fashion of the comic papers— 
worse in fact because this is fiction masquerading as truth. 
Nature is not divided into warring sides, nor even into classes : 
the distinction between a robin which eats insects and is a 
benefactor and the hawk which eats birds and animals and is 
a murderer brings no logical conviction—it is simple rather 
than accurate to assume that insect-eating birds do nothing 
but good, implying, of course, that all insects are harmful. 
Animal Life in Field and Garden covers so much the same 
ground as Farm Friends and Foes, reviewed in our issue of 
September 26th last, as to seem like another version of it. 
Neither the translation nor the book itself are in this case so 
full of gross errors, but there are still plenty of them, and many 
are the same ones over again. For example, we pointed out then 
that the little warbler which “ inspects our fruit trees saying 
zip zap, zip zap, zip zap,’’ was not the sub-alpine warbler but 
the chiffchaff ; this time we find “ the lesser whitethroat, which 
visits the fruit-trees and says zip-zap, zip-zap, zip-zap.”” Perhaps 
it will be the wild goose next. The “ Alpine warbler” pre- 
sumably means the Alpine accentor and the “ variegated wood- 
pecker ” is certainly Picus medius, which English ornithologists 
have hitherto called the Middle Spotted. Where the forms 
are foreign and no scientific names are given it is not unreasonable 
to ask that the English ones should be correct. The kite is 
wrongly included among species absent from Great Britain, 
and we again notice the ancient fable that the nightjar “ flies 
with mouth wide open, so that the air in striking the throat 
produces a low and continuous humming like that of a spinning 
wheel!” The fact that the churring is uttered while the bird 
sits perfectly still on a branch never seems to have caused this 
celebrated naturalist any doubts about the accuracy of his 
explanation, though it was discredited before he was born. 
Without wanting to be hypercritical, mistakes of this kind are 
more than mere slips, they are capital offences, the whole 
atmosphere of the man is false to nature. The one thing about 
the book that gives pleasure is Mr. Daglish’s series of woodcuts, 
in which the combined strength and delicacy characteristic of 
all his work are conspicuous qualities. The reproductions do 
them less than justice; some of the originals, exhibited in 
London last year, had a richness which is lost in these. 

Mr. Dewar is troubled with philosophic doubts in connection 
with Science and Religion—rather fruitlessly. But nine-tenths 
of the book consists of brief nature essays, and Mr. Dewar 
writes nature essays extremely well. The description o 
Hengistbury and Christchurch Harbour is particularly good— 
he neither names the locality nor gives a clue, but in reading, 
the look and feel of the place is conveyed to us just as we have

often seen and felt it, and better than if he had shown US its 
picture, That is a real test! Mr. Dewar has a very rare capacity 
for making us see vividly what he describes without indulging 
in tedious word-painting. The sketch of the serin is another 
example of this; so is the wild daffodil study, and the esng 
on Gilbert White, though far too brief, shows a true undee 
standing of his character.

To read Susan Sibbald’s memoirs after Mrs. Nevinson’s book 
and Miss Hunt’s is to make the obvious reflection that life , 
hundred odd years ago was a simple and less serious business 
than it has since become. But it is a reflection more obvious 
than true. Had Lady Caroline Lamb, for instance, who wa; 
Mrs. Sibbald’s contemporary, written her reminiscences, they 
would have told a tale at least as “ flurried ” as Miss Hunt's, 
and, judging by Glenarvon, in a manner even more flurried, and 
florid, than the later novelist’s. And Mary Wollstonecraft 
who was much older than Mrs. Sibbald, was as strenuous ap 
advocate of the rights of woman as Mrs. Nevinson, though she 
had not her opportunities of direct action or her host of sympa. 
thisers. 

So let us indulge in another obvious but rather truer reflection, 

and say that life is what you make of it and that that, again, 
is a matter of temperament. Susan Sibbald, though she was not 
without her trials, was of a delightfully happy temperament, 
It was joy to her to be alive, and to be young was very heaven, 
Her schoolfellows warned her that she would permanently 
enlarge her mouth if she laughed so much. Her exuberance of 
spirit got her into many a scrape. She was so impulsive that 
her father taught her chess, “* that it might give me the habit of 
considering well the consequence, before I made a move in any 
affair with which I might be connected through life.” Fortun- 
ately, though she testifies to its effectiveness, that original form 
of discipline did not quell Susan’s zest for living. When, at the 
age of seventy, she was asked by her son Hugh, whom she has 
an amusing habit of addressing by name in the course of her 
narrative, as though she were really talking to him, to write out 
the story of her earlier years, she complied con amore, and witha 
lingering wealth of detail which can only have come from the 
pleasure she took in recalling the past. The minute precision 
of her manner has the charm of a medieval miniature. Her 
memory was remarkable. She could describe a dress she had 
seen or worn fifty years before as though it were still before her 
eyes. 
The daughter of a naval doctor and one of a large family, 
nearly all of whom entered or married into the services, she met 
many interesting and some distinguished people. William 
Owen, the Academician, painted her and Henry Bone made an 
enamel from the picture. The satirical ‘*‘ Peter Pindar,” praised 
her in courtly verse. But it is not for the well-known names 
which one finds in its pages that her book is so rich an addition 
to autobiographical literature ; it is for the light it throws on 
the ordinary occupations and manners of ordinary people, snd 
for the humour and gaiety of its author. 

No doubt Susan was lucky. She did not know poverty, and 
most of the people with whom she came in contact were pleasaut. 
But one has read dark tales of how children were treated in days 
less enlightened than our own. Susan was occasionally shut up 
in a “horrid old Tower” by a redoubtable godmother, but 
nothing much worse seems to have happened, either to herself 
or her contemporaries, some of whom were really naughty. 
At school she had a very good time, with not too much work, 
port after dinner, and light and easily avoided punishments. 

On the other hand, she took for granted much that Mm 
Nevinson has spent her life in criticising and fighting. It ws 
natural to her that marriages should be made without undue 
indulgence to the caprices of the bride, and when her h 
reproved her for whistling she does not appear to have . 
it. Mrs. Nevinson would have resented it bitterly. There % 
indeed, a note of bitterness in her book which one cannot 
regretting. It is no reflection either on the utility of the work 
she has done, or the reality of the abuses in the abolition, or the 
attempted abolition, of which she has played a part, to 
that a greater geniality, a more indulgent eye on human 
nesses, would have made her story more attractive readibf

As a document in 
social history, especially as regards those questions with which 
feminism concerns itself, it will always be of value, and there is 
much of interest on the mere personal side, in the author’s 
account of her childhood and her travels. But Life’s Fitful 
Fever is a book to be read for information; which is perhaps 
what Mrs. Nevinson, in her austerity, meant it to be. 

Nothing could be more unlike it than The Flurried Years, 
either in matter or in manner. Mrs. Nevinson is most concerned 
with the public life. Miss Hunt is almost embarrassingly frank 
about the privacies, her own and others. Mrs. Nevinson’s 
style is severe and unadorned. Miss Hunt's so allusive and 
elusive that it is not always easy to know what she is driving at. 
Her tale will probably prove rather bewildering to many people, 
who may not know so much about, or feel so much interest in, 
certain contemporary literary personalities as she takes it for 
granted they do. But she has a lambent, malicious humour 
which makes for entertainment; and there are glimpses of 
greater men, James, Conrad and Hudson, which, if they show 
them in their weaknesses rather than their greatness, are worth 
having. So is the light thrown on the beginnings of the English 
Review, for that was really an important event in literature. 


THE PLEASURES OF THE TOWN 


Night Life: London and Paris—Past and Present. By Rapa 
NeEvILL. Cassell. 16s. 
London’s Latin Quarter. By Kennetu Hare. Lane. 15s. 

Should Mr. Ralph Nevill and Mr. Kenneth Hare ever meet, 
as of course they may have done already, one can imagine what 
turn their conversation would take. ‘“‘ Ah, my boy,” Mr. 
Nevill would say, if he affects that mode of address, *“* when 
you talk of the pleasures of London you talk through your 
very poetical hat. What can you know of them, except by 
hearsay ? They were all over and done with before your time.” 
And he would go on to tell of the high old ’eighties, of the 
great days of the Gaiety when Nellie Farren and Kate Vaughan 
were there, of the easy sociability of the Empire promenade 
and of midnight fun at the Continental; and then he would 
roundly curse the Puritan who has emptied the winecup down the 
sink and driven beauty into holes and corners. 

To all this, and to stories of even earlier days, which Mr. 
Nevill cannot remember, but knows as though he did, Mr. Hare 
would listen with interest. He has the historic sense and 
would like to have known those extravagant characters who 
splashed ‘ Victoria’s formal middle time” with so vivid a 
scarlet ; to have heard George Leybourne sing ‘“*‘ Champagne 
Charlie,” and to have seen the queens of the demi-monde sitting 
behind their ponies in the Park and that hansom cab race down 
Gerard Street (still, by the way, the scene of occasional exuber- 
ances) which Mr. Nevill found so thrilling. Just as he would 
like to have drunk with Addison at Button’s, with Buckhurst 
and Fleetwood Sheppard (young Matt Prior drawing their 
wine) at the Rummer, or, best of all, with Ben and his tribe at 
the Mermaid. Nevertheless, respectfully as befits one who argues 
with an elder, he would put in a word for the present. He 
would point out that twenty years ago there was no Chelsea 
Arts Ball, and that that function, which he would describe 
in picturesque and vivacious detail, need yield the palm to no 
revel of the merry past or the Parisian present. He would 
expatiate on the charms of the new Bohemian night clubs, 
the Gargoyle, the Hambone and the Bullfrogs. He would even 
defend the English Sabbath. 

But Mr. Nevill would shake his head. In spite of evidence 
to the contrary, some of which he supplies himself, he is con- 
vinced that ours is a “‘ ghastly thin-faced time.” The Puritan 
stalks the land, and against him Mr. Nevill thunders in a way to 
which it is a delight and a refreshment to listen. Never was so 
uncompromising a laudator temporis acti. 

That, after all, is natural enough. Mr. Nevill has a very 
long memory, and it may well be that he does not find pleasure 
so easy to come by as he did forty years ago; that he has more 
zest for reminiscence than for new experience. Certainly there 
is plenty of zest in his recherche du temps perdu. He has the 
history of two centuries of pleasure-hunting at his finger-tips. 
He is garrulous on his theme, repeats himself to an astonishing 
extent. He is not afraid of the obvious, taking us the well- 
trodden round of Cremorne and the Argyll Rooms, telling us 
the old stories of Brummell and D’Orsay and the third Sir Robert 
Peel, of Cora Pearl and Hortense Schneider. Still, he has new 
matter as well, and for his gusto one can forgive him his literary 
shortcomings. 

Mr. Hare writes much better than Mr. Nevill, though with an 
equal gusto, and has a fresher tale to tell. He has discovered 


~ 


the Latin Quarter of London and, though he admits that it is 
not on the map, it would appear to be practically coterminous 
with Chelsea, with dining and dancing accommodation in 
Soho, and a suburb, treated with a touch of that derision which 
is the lot of suburbs, in St. John’s Wood. It is a different world 
from Mr. Nevill’s, not only in time but in spiritual quajj 

Mr. Nevill’s is a world of gilded youth and expensive ladies whom, 
in the charming old way, he calls Cyprians, of houses where 
play runs high and clubs and restaurants where royalty (even) 
relaxes itself. Mr. Hare’s is a world of studios and shy clubs 
among the rooftops, of artists and their models, poets and their 
unambitious potations, of broad black hats and little black 
whiskers and little straight frocks in the gayest of cretonnes, 

It is a small world but Mr. Hare finds it, and makes it for 
his readers, amusing enough. He is generously appreciatiye 
of its denizens, whether they be the unknown perpetrators of 
the stunts of an hour or artists whose fame has spread far 
beyond the boundaries of Chelsea and Soho. He is f 
personal about them, as he is about himself. He records 
conversations in which distinguished men partake and dis. 
tinguished names are involved. He turns aside to break 
an irrelevant and longish lance with Mr. Bernard Shaw, and 
comes with credit out of a redoubtable contest. 

Mr. Nevill and Mr. Hare both understand the art of pleasure 
but Mr. Hare is the more easily pleased. One can imagine 
Mr. Nevill being bored by the Bullfrogs, as the beautiful Duchess 
of Devonshire, whom the moralists rebuked for the giddy round 
she trod, was bored at Ranelagh. “ 1 always go in ex i 
of amusement and am bored and hacked to death by it,” she 
wrote. Mr. Hare would not have been bored at Ranelagh, 
= — of those happy folk who can make merry on a captain's 
biscuit. 


FOR GARDENERS 


Garden Talks. By Marton Cran. Methuen. 5s.

Mrs. Cran’s book has been prepared from the gardening talks 
which she has been broadcasting from 2LO, and it is the 
intimacy of the once spoken word that gives the book its 
peculiar character. Here is something for everybody, from the 
happy possessor of many acres to the owner of the smallest 
suburban patch. Mrs. Cran is concerned not merely with good 
gardening, but also with the good and appropriate garden, 
and, perhaps, the greatest value of the book lies in its many 
suggestions for making the best use of small spaces. 

Not the least interesting of Mrs. Cran’s talks are those in 
which she takes for her text the formal garden, and explains 
how the initial expense can be reduced to suit the narrow purse. 
It is not the least merit of these descriptions that they are 
accompanied by plans drawn to scale. 

It must not be supposed, however, that Mrs. Cran confines 
her attention to little gardens. The majority of her talks deal 
with the various flowering plants, their kinds, methods of 
planting and cultivation, the soil they need, their response to 
sun and shade, drought and moisture, their right positions in 
relation to their neighbours, and the neighbours that are desirable 
foils for their beauties. She has much to say of hedges, of the 
lamentable lack of variety which characterises the majority 
of them, and of agreeable and easily cultivated substitutes for 
the eternal privet and laurel. Fruit trees and bushes receive 
attention, and herbs are not neglected. 

Mr. Macself’s books are described by their titles and wil 
be found valuable additions to the practical gardener’s library. 
That on soils and fertilisers is particularly to be commended 
for the simplicity of its instruction and the practical nature of 
its advice. It is a book that should be studied by those who 
have to deal with a recalcitrant soil, or with difficulties of drain- 
age, etc. Particularly useful are the very practical drainage 
hints ; notably those which expiain the way in which the sub- 
structure of paths may provide drainage for small waterlogged 
gardens. The use and abuse of manure and humus are als 
dealt with, garden pests are described and methods for their 
eradication or circumvention given, and the spade and the ho 
are lauded as they should be. 

In his directions for bulb gardening Mr. Macself is just # 
practical, and his notes on the cultivation of bulbs, tubers and 
corms are such as are needed by those who are buying thet 
experiences dearly by trial and error. The directions in evey 
case describe the best times for planting and the best 
and no essential knowledge in the reader is assumed.
